The construction project, previously reported as being in progress north of 
the field, i# a fuel installation. The work was accelerated, 
and also conducted at night, the construction site being illuran ated by sptt 
lights , and was completed by 22 hovetubsr. Sis: containers the size of railroad 
tank cars wore laid side-by-side in a deep pit and covered with a 50-cn layer 
of earth. About ten to twelve such pits were seen but possibly do not yet 
represent the total number present. Cone fuel containers with a capacity of 
about 3,000 liters, portable punp3, and 10 to 15 fire extinguishers were seen 
in the area, dio dump was surrounded by a hoard fonce 2.5 meters high, and 
some spotlights.
